Aftor pareful  eovsideprsiion by tho
Grange Committees It seems advisable
thut m Dalry Commissioner be ap-
pointed who shall bave ohurge of the
didry Interests, and who shall enforee
only special duiry legislation By this
means we hope to avold the compll-
cations of & general food law embracing
both dairy and trade ocoupations

The passage of the Purs Food Law of
1907, haz thrown the markets of Penn-
sylvania open to the manufacture and
snle of adulternted butter and bogus
Iard. This gnmo lnw has, by & recent
court deelsion, made it imposaible for
our State Dalry und Food Commissioner
to successfully prosecute dealors who
well watered and sklmmed milk, ns
pure.

Thoerefore we récommend that the
next legislature shall ereate the office
of Dairy Commissioner, who shall deal
only with dairy products, viz: butter
and butter substitutes, such as oleos
margaring, buttarine, renovated buttor,
ndulterated butler, milk, cream, con
densed milk, oo oream, choose and all
produets made wholly or chiefly from
milk.

We further recommend that the laws
whieh deal with other food products
shall ba placed in the hands of the
State Health Department. We would
suggest a oareful ana early copsider
atlon of this subjcet by every grange
in the state, In order that the Stute
Grange Influonce may be exerted In this
important movement,

If reporte of the decisions of the
various granges are promptly lorwarded
to Worthy State Master W. . HIill,
Huntington, Pa., the work will bo
greatly facilinted.
